said, ‘“‘if it didn’t include the 
entire area,”

nicipal’’ tax rates of the unincor-

As listed in the report, Alder 
reviewed the pros andcons of an- 
nexation, Advantages were; 

--36 full time employees and 
five new police patrol cars 

--three new fire stations 

--better planning and zoning 

--recreation programs and 
adequate park facilities 

--lower refuse collection rates 

--better street maintenance 

--traffic control, animal cone 
trol, nuisance control 

--major emergency service 

--voice in local government 

--quick response of local gov-e 
ernment to needs 

--consumer protection 

More rigid controls in all areas 
of living are the main disadvant- 
age. 

The population of the combined 
areas would total a quarter mil- 
lion people and thus provide “‘lots 
of political muscle and greater 
benefits,’’ he said, 

Alder didn’t indicate that any 
more seats would be added tothe 
present City Council, but that the 
annexed area would have repre- 
sentation, He also said advisory 
groups would be established to 
confer with the city if the unin- 
corporated area came under Up- 
land’s ‘“‘sphere of influence,”

‘Mad Woman Of Montgomery’ 


If I have to peg this story with 
a beginning, I guess that peg 
point would be Montgomery, Ala- 
bama in the summer of 1917, | 
was 12 years old that summer 
and had just started to notice 
boys. I'm not sure I was actu- 
ally ready to notice boys, but 
that was a romantic sum- 
mer, Everybody in Mont- 
gomery was in love with 
somebody else, | fell in 
love with Boyd St, Clare, 
who was 15 and never 
looked at me, Happily, 
this made our’ rela- 
tionship a safe one, My 
Sister was in love 
with Enrico Caruso, 
and my brother John was in love 
with the most popular girl in 
Montgomery, 

Her name was Zelda Sayre, 
She was 17 that summer, and 
even I, who was jealous of her, 
had to admit that she was the 
prettiest girl I'd ever seen, In 
fact, there was nobody quite like 
Zelda -- in Montgomery, or most 
of us thought, anywhere else in the 
world,

The Tragic Life Of Zelda Fitzgerald 


Zelda was blonde, had very blue 
eyes and what could only be con- 
sidered a ‘determined manner,’ 
She was a girl who did whatever 
she wanted to da In a city like 
Montgomery in 1917, this wasn’t 
only unusual, it wags remarkable, 

Most of the older people (my 
parents included) didn’t like Zel- 
da, They said she was wild. My 
mother even went so far as to 
say Zelda had inherited “‘bad 
blood’ -- which implied there 
was insanity in the Sayre family, 
But Mother said this in front af 
John, in hopes of keeping him 
away from Zelda, It didn’t work, 
John kept up the pursuit of his 
ideal girl, but he wa; hopelessly 
outnumbered, 

The United States entered 
W.W, I in the summer of 1917, 
and Montgomery changed pro- 
foundly, Thousands of soldiers 
and aviators poured into the city 
to train at Camps Sheridan and 
Taylor, which were just outside 
town, Naturally Zelda Sayre be- 
came the soldiers’ favorire local 
belle, John, who was a year older 
than Zelda, wanted toenlist inthe 
army instead of going to college, 
He told Judge Sayre, Zelda's fa- 
ther, that he thought Zelda might 
notice him if he appeared on her 
doorstep dressed in uniform, 

“That’s silly, John,’’ Judge 
Sayre told him, “The front porch 
already looks like a barracks, and 
she has all those trinkets and in- 
Signias they like to give to thet 
girls, It wouldn’t be worth it. You 
might even get sent overseas and 
get killed!’’ 

John was finally coming down 
out of the clouds, By the end of 
the summer, I think he realized 
he’d never be anything to Zelda 
but a good friend, De jectedly, he 
went off to the University of Ala- 
bama, When he came home the 
next summer, he was engaged to 
a pretty dark~haired girl named 
LuAnna Martin -- and Zelda 
Sayre had already met F, Scott 
Fitzgerald, 

Fitzgerald, as Iremember him 
then, was a good-looking man 
with beautiful features, but legs 
that were way too short, At least 
that’s what I think the problem 
was, Fitzgerald was one of those 
people who never, physically, 
looks quite balanced, But you 
can’t exactly determine where 
they’re out of proportion, 

I remember Fitzgerald was al- 
ways well dressed, He was onlya 
first lieutenant in the Infantry, 
but his uniforms were perfectly 
tailored, Also, I remember he 
wore bright yellow boots with 
spurs, The other young officers 
wore what was issued to them, 
Scott, like Zelda, was a person 
who invariably stood out, People 
noticed him and noticed there was 
something different about him, I 
suppose he and Zelda were alike, 
They both loved attention and 
praise -- and they loved being 
told what a handsome couple they 
made, Together they shone, 

I was too young to be invited 
to any of the parties Zelda and 
scott went to, but Zelda intro- 
duced John and LuAnna to Fitz- 
gerald and, once, they double 
dated, John told me that Scott was 
of Irish and “‘very old American’ 
descent, He’d gone to | rinceton, 
but apparently hadn’t graduated, 

and he'd been in love with a beau- 
tiful Eastern oclalite named 
Ginevra, A 13-year-old hool- 
girl, I was fascinated with Scott 
Fitzgerald from that moment on, 

John said Zelda had taken him 
aside at a dance and asked him 
if he was going tomarry LuAnna, 

*‘Of course [I'm going tomarry 
her,”’ John told her, ‘‘We're en- 
gaged, Zelda{’’ 

Zelda laughed and said she'd 
forgot, Then she told John she was 
going to marry Scott, “Do you 
think all the boys in Montgomery 
will be angry?’ she asked, 

“I don’t know, Zelda,’’ John 
said, ‘‘But I hope that’s not the 
reason you want tomarry Scott, 

Zelda frowned and started to 
walk away. ‘‘Don’t worry, John,”’ 
she said, “I might no marry 

Scott at all I 
could just as ea~ 
sily marry Red 
Ruth.”

I’m back in Montgomery and seeing 
her again,” he said, “her pecullari- 
ties don’t seem entirely natural.” 

Zelda and Scott were married 
in New York City in the apring 
of 1920, Scott was building a 
reputation for himself as a writ- 
er, and Zelda had confessed to a 
few close friends that she was 
truly in love, Eleanor Browder, 
4 friend of Zelda's who later be- 
came a friend of mine, told me 
that Zelda was ‘‘delerious’’ the 
night before she left Montgomery 
to marry Scott, ‘She sat up all 
night telling me what she would 
do as the wife of the prominent 
F, Scott Fitzgerald,"” Eleanor 
said, ‘‘She told me she wanted to 
turn cartwheels in plush hotel 
lobbies and ride on top of taxi 
hoods. That night she wag hap- 
pier than I'd ever seen her, She 
was wildly, ecstatically happy, 
It made me feel good to just sit 
and listen to her, 

“Just before she left for the 
station the next morning, she said 
‘Eleanor, it’s going to be go 
grand, Everybody is going to know 
about me, and you'll hear the most 
glamorous, startling tales about 
Zelda Sayre Pitzgerald’,’’ 

I didn’t see Zelda and Scott 
Fitzgerald again for a number of 
years, In 1928, my late husband 
sam Margrove and I were Living 
in Paris, Sam was an engineer- 
ing student then, and he was tak- 
ing graduate courses at the Uni- 
versity of Paria, I'd heard the 
Fitzgeralds were in town, but I 
didn't feel I could just telephone 
to say hello, Zelda and [had nev~ 
er known each other that well, 
and I didn’t want them to think 
that Sam and I were celebrity 
hunters, 

When Sam would finish his work 
at the university, I'd sometimes 
meet him in a Little cafe not faz 
from the center of the Champs 
Elysees, The cafe had the unin- 
spiring name of ‘‘The Cafe of the 
Three Maggots’’ -- but the wine 
and food were cheap, andthe fare 
was usually good, Most of the 
people who frequented the cafe 
were students or artista, Not 
many people of the Fitzgeralds’ 
stature ever stopped there, So I 
Was surprised one afternoon when 
I looked up and saw Scott and Zel- 
da being shown to a table, They 
were with Sara and Gerald Mur- 
phy, two well-known friends of 
theirs, 

I'm not sure why I did it, but | 
got up and went over tothetr table 
and introduced myself to Zelda, 
She was still beautiful and very 
charming. She invited Sam and 
me to join them for a drink, We 
sat at their table for a while, 
drinking wine and talking about 
nothing in particular, Both Sam 
and I liked the Murphys, who 
seemed to know almost every~ 
one in Paris, Scott didn’t say 
much, He kept refilling his wine 
glass, and I noticed that he was 
pale and drawn, as if he were re- 
covering from an illness, The 
Murphys carried the converga- 
tion, Zelda occasionally inter- 
jected something, then she'd fall 
silent for long intervals, 

Finally Scott said he didn’t like 
the cafe's wine, and ordered gin, 

*‘Don’t you think you ought to 
ease off, Scott?’’ Gerald Murphy 
asked, Scott sald he could handle 
any alcoholic beverage ~- he had 
a great Capacity, and he stuck by 
his gin order, 

I - oticed that Zelda didn’t say 
anything, but a few minutes later 
she asked Scott to order her 
some gin, too, He did and the two 
of them proceeded todrink anen- 
tire bottle, Zelda became more 
talkative then, She told me she 
Was studying dancing and was go- 
ing to be a great ballerina, Sara 
Murphy kept trying to change the 
subject, but Zelda wouldn’t let 
her, She insisted on talking about 
her dancing, 

About this point, Scott suddenly 
went deathly pale, and we all 
thought he was going tocollapse, 
Gerald Murphy and Sam helped 
him outside, while Sara and 1 
helped Zelda, who was now quite 
drunk, We got the Pitzgeralds 
into a cab, and the Murphys said 
they’d be all right once they got 
home, 

Scott still looked awful, and 
Zelda didn’t look much better, 
Before the cab left, Zelda made 
me promise to come see her 
dance, ‘Since you're a friend 
from Montgomery, Pll give you 
a private performance,"’ she 





said, “Please say you'll « ome,’’ 

I told Zelda fd tole phone her 
in a few days, but I never did, 
sam and I walked home in ail. 
enee, Later Sam said, “IT never 
thought Scott and Zelda Fit “ge re 
ald would be like that, They’ re one 
of the saddest couples ‘ve ever 
met.’ Then he asked if 1 was 
ROIng to accept Zelda's invitation 
to watch her dance, “I den’t 
think so,"’ I said, “Zelda makes 
me feel uncomfortable,”’ 

ut it was more than that, 
There was now something about 
Zelda's character that made me 
afraid of her, 

I never saw Yelda again, In 
1948, Sam and I were living in 
Pomona, We'd just moved to 
California from New York and 
were impressed with the orange 
groves, the sunshine and the 
mountaina, 

In late February, I got an ur- 
gent telephone call from my fam- 
ily back in Montgomery, My 
mother was dying and wanted to 
see me, Sam had to atay in Pow 
mona because of business rea« 
fons, So | made the train trip 
back Eaat alone, 

I arrived in Montgomery on 
March 3, On March 5, my mother 
died, One of the women who came 
to pay her respects was Ma, 
Sayre, Zelda’s mother, She mene 
tioned her daughter briefly, Zelda 
Was at Highland Hospital in Ashe-~ 
ville, North Carolina, ‘And she's 
doing much better,’’ Ms, Sayre 
gaid, “Of course, you know 
Scott’ a dead, He died almost 10 
years ago in California,"’ 

I told her ['d read about his 
death in the papers, 

“This deeply affected Zelda," 
Ms, Sayre went on, “I don’t 
think she thought Scott could 
ever die, I think the two of them 
once thought they were invinci- 
ble,”’ 

Zelda's insanity was common 
knowledge in Montgomery, I re« 
membered my mother writing me 
a letter some years before «= just 
after Zelda suffered her firat 
severe breakdown, ‘Keepin mind 
her ‘bad blood’,"’ Mother ingist= 
ed, “I think she was always mad, 
Now it’s becoming obvious,’”’ 

On March 10, a fire swept High- 
land Hospital in Asheville, Zelda 
and some other women patients 
were trapped on the top floor, 
They couldn't escape because of 
the bars on the windows and 
faulty fire doors, 

I paid my respects tothe Sayre 
family ~~ then a few days later, 
started the long trip backtoCali- 
fornia, 

I had time to do nothing but 
think on the train, Surprigingly, 
1 didn’t think about my mother 
that much, I had known and un- 
derstood her very well, She was 
dead and I could accept that, But 
I thought a great deal about Zel- 
da Fitzgerald, 

l remembered Zelda Sayre, the 
most popular girlin Montgomery, 
and how my brother doted on her 
that summer in 1917, I recalled 
Eleanor Browder’s description 
of her ~-- that night before she 
left for New York to marry 
mot, “She was wildly, ecatatice 
ally happy, It made me feel good 
to just sit and Listen to her,” 

Then I remembered the chance 
meeting with Scott and Zelda in 
Paris, Zelda’s desperation at 
wanting to be a prima ballerina; 
Scott’s heavy drinking ~- to shut 
out, what? 

I wondered what Zelda would 
have been Like if she’d never met 
Scott Fitzgerald, Would she have 
married somebody in Mont- 
gomery and led an ordinary, 
though always slightly unconven~ 
rional life -- or would she have 
found another Scott -- someone 
elge to make her a central figure 
on a slippery glass surface, for 
however long she could keep her 
balance, 

The Fitzgeralds’ friends, and 
later their biographers would try 
to answer these questions, 

In the spring of 1948, I sat 
looking out a train window -- 
savoring the view as we crossed 
the South, The spring flowers 
were all in bloom, the Spanish 
moss Was heavy with dew and 
mists rose up from the marsh 
lands.
